SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording 1/1/75 Starzahn/W87 Lustwandler/W81 Kakteen Freundi/W86 
Pfiaumensturz Auf Der Geilo-Ranch/W91 Feuchte Notlandung is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
activity and depicts coercion in association with sexual conduct. 

The video recording contains five main components, all of which present explicit male 
to female sexual activity. The use of urine, primarily in the form of females urinating 
onto the ground (in one scene a male urinates onto the ground), features on eight 
occasions in three of the components. The act of urination is focused upon, occurs 
alongside activity of a sexual nature, and is presented in a manner designed to 
sexually arouse the viewer. Excision of these eight scenes was recommended. 
Coercion features in a scene in which a male and a female struggle in a tent before 
engaging in sexual intercourse. Dialogue translated from German supports the 
presence of coercion and reinforces the myth that women enjoy coercive sex. 
Excision of this scene was recommended. The owner of the publication failed to 
respond to the notice dated 3 September 1997 requesting the nine excisions, and the 
notice has since lapsed. 

In view of the fact that the video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual activity and depicts coercion in association with sexual 
conduct, the Classification Office finds that the availability of the publication is likely to 
be injurious to the public good. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
